A and D, Indian scouts, and a detachment 
of Cos. F, G, and M, 6th Cavalry, after a vigorous march came 
upon the field and attacked Victoria, putting him to flight and sav- 
ing the troops already any from destruction, gaining well 
earned distinction for himself and his officers and men, and con- 
tributing materially to the assistance of the District Commander, 
Col. Hatch, 9th Cavalry On April 17, Lieut. 8. C. Mills, 12th In- 
fantry, in command of Co. D, Indian scouts, en route to Alamo 
Canyon, N. M., struck a party of Indians, killing three, capturing 
their arms and twenty head of stock. 

(3). On the Colorado River the Chemejuevi band of Pah-utes 
having flown to arms, defied the anthorities of the Government 
and took up a stronghold in an almost inaccessible mountain, 45 
miles north-west of the Colorado River Agency; the whole tribe 
was brought to terms and surrendered to Lient.-Col. W. R. Price 
6th Cavalry, on May 11. His command consisted of Cos. H, I, and 
K, 6th Cavalry, Co. I, ist Cavalry, Cos. B and K, 8th Infantry, and 
detachments of Companies A and 1, 8th Infantry, and Company 
B, Indian scouts. Special praise is dne Lieut.-Col. Price fur 
the skillful manner in which the hostiles were subdued without a 
battle—good management and a di-play of force cutting off all 
hope of combination with the large body of Pah-utes and Sho- 
shones in California and Nevada.

THE WARREN COURT OF INQUIRY. 


We resume our record of the proceedings of this court, 
beginning with the testimony of Gen. Merritt, colonel of 
the 5th Cavalry, which we postponed to this week rather 
than present it imperfectly, as our available space in the 
last number of the Jovrnnat would have required. 

On Wednesday, June 16, Gen. Merritt testified that he 
commanded the Ist and 3d Divisions of cavalry under Gen. 
Sheridan, with Ouster and Devin as sub-commanders. At 
the close of the day before the battle of Five Forks, Gen. 
Sheridan had his headquarters at the hotel in Dinwiddie. 
The lines were somewhat in advance of the village, at some 
points half a mile, at others not more than a few hundred 








They had _been crowded back toward Dinwiddie, 
where they | eos the Wight, expecting to have to fight 
again at daylight. The next morning, when Ayres reported 
to Gon. Sheridan, witness was present. It was very early— 


7 or 8 o'clock. Ayres said the men were very weary, havin

Gen. Sheridan dirccted Gen. Merritt to make a reconnois- 
sance. He did not think he penetrated the works at any

His impression was that it was 9 or 10 o'clock 
when he set out on this reconnoissance, but he was not cer-

. Stickney—Did you at in force, or was it merel 
skirmish fighting? A. There was no attack in force; on 
men had consi ble trouble with the enemy about the 
Gillian house, but there was no severe engagement. 

Gen. Merritt next detailed the position of his troops duri 
the afternoon. Gen. Devin had the right, his lines extent 
ing nearly to the return of the rebel works, but not quite to 
the le. Gen, Custer was on the left. His lines extended 
beyond the Gillian house, and it was his impression that 
they enveloped the rebel right, but he was not precisely 
certain about it. He knew very well that he had to pass the 
Gillian house in order to inspect the right of his lines, but 
he could not say whether they extended across the Gillian 
field or not. His impression was that Custer’s left was in 
the woods, not in the open ground, and, in that event, as he 
had- to pass the Gillian house, it must have been in the 
woods beyond the Gillian field. His orders to Custer were to 
keep one of his brigades mounted for immediate pursuit in 
case the enemy should be defeated. The rest of his men 
fought dismounted, under cover of the woods in the Con- 
federate front. His orders from Gen. Sheridan were to 
advance when he heard heavy firing upon his right—that is 
when the 5th Corps became or engaged. It was his im- 
pression that it was about 4 o'clock in the afternoon when 
the firing indicated that Ayres had got to work. At that 
time he was personally near the centre of his own lines, in 
front of the enemy’s artillery [which pointed down the Five 
Forks road, according to the testimony of Gen. Pegram’s 
adjutant). They immediately prepared to advance. 

. Did you not subsequently receive orders from Gen. 
Sheridan to suspend the attack after having heard Ayres’s 
ing? A. Gen. Sheridan ordered the attack in front to be

. What time was it when you advanced and went over the 
works at Five Forks?

Gen. Merritt continued his testimony by adding that they 
pursued the enemy about five miles down the White Oak road 
to the west, and took many prisoners. At the Five Forks 
they took about 1,000 prisoners, and men kept coming in as 
they went along the works. He remembered particularly 
some rebel prisoners saying to his troops: ‘Keep right on, 
boys, there are more to come in before you get through.” 
The rebels seemed to be very willing to surrender, and threw 
down their arms very readily. He could not say how long 
they were in passing along the works to the west, but it was not 
more than 5 or 10 minutes before they were beyond the right 
of the Confederate lines. A _ of the rebels retreated to 
the west, and a part through the woods in a north-westerl 
direction across the run.

The next day, Thursday, June 17, the Confederate Gens. 
Beale and Hunton testified, the former testifying that no 
serious attack was made by our cavalry upon the Confederate 
front at any time while the battle of Five Forks was in 
P ; while Gen. Eppa Hunton was introduced as a 
veolcgaier in the action of White Oak Ridge. But the first 
witness was Col. D. L. Smith, of Allegheny City, Penn., who 
served as quartermaster upon the of Gen. Warren. In 
the Young or G. Boisseau field, as he rode up, he heard Gen. 
Warren say to Gen. Crawford, ‘‘Gen. Crawford, you are 
entirely too far to the right,” and order him to come in upon 
the enemy wy way of the Ford road, which, as Crawford's 
men were then faced, required a half wheel to the left. 
While this movement was in progress, Gen. Forsyth, one of 
Sheridan’s aides, rode up to Gen. Warren and asked him 
angrily why he didn't bring his men into battle. There was 
no firing at this time at the west of Crawford, but the dis- 
charges were pretty heavy down toward the forks of the 
road (the left centre of rebel line). Gen. Warren had 
already, before Forsyth came up, ordered the division to 
wheel and advance down the road. He had pointed Craw- 
ford to the enemy’s artillery, which was firing, and said 
‘*Charge immediately ;” there were two Confederate guns 
in position directly at the Five Forks and two others sear by 
which commanded the Ford road ; Gen. Crawford’s troo 
then moved as Warren directed, with Coulter’s command in 
the advance; as they dashed over the works Gen. Coulter 
was about to plant his fing there when Warren told the men 
not to stop for colors, but to press on after the enemy ; wit- 
ness saw a strong regiment of mounted cavalry ride in 
between Coulter’s advance and Warren's headquarters ; the 
officer in command conversed with Gen. Warren a few mo- 
ments; on the western boundary of the Gillian field at 
— witness saw flashes of guns from the enemy’s line 
which extended up to White Oak road ; he afterward went to 
attend to hospital supplies, at the request of Gen. Warren. 
The object of the above inquiry was to show that the enemy 
was in force west of the Gillian field, and that by Warren’s 
orders guns were silenced at Five Forks and Confederate

On his cross-examination the witness said that he saw Gen. 
Warren just before the battle and that he rejoined 
him d the engagement just before Warren reached the

He had seen 2,000 or 3,000 prisoners further 
east who were captured near where Gen. Winthrop fell, at 
the angle stormed by Ayres, but he did not see any prisoners 
around the Five Forks ; when Warren spoke to Crawford the 
troops were facing west ; Warren ordered them to be turned 
to the south facing the enemy’s works; when the witness 
reached the works assaulted by Coulter the enemy had fled. 
The Confederate line west of the Gillian field was as long as 
a brigade of 2,000 men; Warren charged across the field 


after he had seen Sheridan.

The infantry had 
already retreated, but at what hour he did not know. He 
covered the whole retreat at 44. m. They withdrew toward 
Five Forks by the same road that they had traversed on the 
poems day in the advance upon Sheridan. It was Gen. 
e’s impression that they were on the ee ge about 
8 o’clock, and went oo on the right of Gen. Corse. 
The brigade commanded by Gen. Beale occupied the portion 
of the Confederate lines on the White Oak road, lying alon;

The section of the works occupi 
by them was com mostly of logs—a good strong barri- 
cade; but the works in front of the infantry were very sub- 
stantial defences, composed mainly of earth. They finished 
ons their position about 10 o’clock in the morning, 
without serious molestation by the cavalry. The infantry 
were already in position, and engaged in strengthening their 
defences. Gen. Beale, by reference to the map, described 

position occupied by his brigade, which contained about 
1,200 men in all, and fought dismounted. About one-quarter 
of the men were detached to take charge of the horses, and 
were not actively engaged during the afternoon. ' 

Gen. Beale said t there was no serious attack on his 
front during the engagement. His skirmish-line might have 
been broken by the Federals, possibly, but there was nothing 
in the nature of heavy fighting. His men, indeed, were not 
engaged during the day, and held their works until 
the infantry came pouring in from the left, when he with- 
drew them into the woods, a little to northwest of the posi- 
tion they had just occupied, and they encamped for the 
night. The Federals stampeded their horses and cxptured 
the detachment in charge of them ; but, so far as the force 
under his immediate eye was concerned, there was no pur- 
suit that was at all troublesome. 

Under cross-examination Gen. Beale reiterated the state- 
ment as to the absence of any serious attack upon his front. 
He retired when the lines were broken and the day lost, but 
his men did no fightiug of any consequence. When the Con- 
federate stampede began and men from other parts of the 
line came running for the woods he went out to see what was 
the matter ; he had known of skirmish fighting in the Gillian 
field, but did not learn of the general engagement until later; 
Federal infantry came across the field to attack in the rear of 
his line ; he thought that log breastworks would repulse the 
cavalry; after sundown he retired and made his escape 
through the woods to the north. 

The last witness of the day was Gen. Eppa Hunton, mem- 
ber of Congress from Virginia, who gave the first clear ac- 
count from a Confederate stand-point of the battle of White 
Oak Ridge, which occurred on the day before the bat- 
tle of Five Forks, and has been repeatedly men- 
tioned in the course of the inquiry. It took place 
on the same day that Pickett’s division engaged Sheri- 
dam and drove the cavalry back to Dinwiddie, and the 
heavy fortifications on the White Oak road, at the Clayborne 
crossing, five miles east of Five Forks, were not abandoned 
by the Confederates on the day before Five Forks battle, 
while Sheridan was fighting at Dinwiddie ; the position was a 
strong one, on the extreme left of Robert E. Lee’s army be- 
fore Petersburg; President Lincoln was down there wit- 
nessing the operations, and General Warren and General 
Eppa Hunton had an encounter; the latter was driven into 
the works and the next day he was ordered to Five Forks to 
reinforce Pickett, but the battle was over on his arrival. 
General Hunton gave his evidence very clearly andSthe court

The witness said he had orders from General Robert E.

Col, Craighill 
says in this supplemental report that since the Government 
has undertaken to do the work itself, it has done more work 
in one year than had been done in six years before that, 
which I know cf my own knowledge is true.

un the English press. The London Telegraph says: Naturally 
&® man of no intellectual brightness, and wholly devoid of 
book-learning, Gen. Longstreet possessed the rare faculty of 
thinking calmly and correctly when under fire, and at mo- 
ments of danger, when the minds of abler men than himself 
were unstrung and thrown off their balance by excitement. 
Stolid of demeanor, slow and guarded of speech when’ in 
camp or engaged in the ordinary pursuits of peaceful life, 
Gen. Longstreet was altogether another man when the battle- 
flag went to the front, and the air was alive with bullets and 
rent with a hailstorm of shot and shell. It may be doubted 
whether there is living at this moment another soldier who 
has passed through a more fiery ordeal than the able and 
staunch lieutenant of Gen, Lee. He has been sneered at— 
unworthily, in our opinion—by the late Gen. Richard Taylor 
in his ‘‘Reconstruction and Destruction,” and by the name- 
sake of the latter, Gen. Walter Taylor, the Adjutant-General 
of the Army of Northern Virginia, in his ‘‘Four Years with 
Gen. Lee.” Nevertheless, the fact remains that no braver 
and stouter soldier ever marshalled his division and led it right 
onward against the foe,

Gen. JouN Avaustus SUTTER, on whose ranch gold was 
first discovered in California, died on Friday, June 18, in 
Meade’s Hotel in Washington. Gen. Sutter was born in 





Kandorn, Baden, on Feb. 15, 1808. He was graduated from 


the Military College in Berne, Switzerland, and soon after- 
ward came to this country to seek his fortune. He to 
the extreme West and began trading with the Indians near 
Santa Fe, New Mexico. In 1838 he crossed the Rocky Moun- 
tains to see for himself the country now called California. 
How he rose in power and favor ; becoming one of the most 
influential as well as one of the most hospitable and generous 
of men there, is well known to many of our older readers 2 
At a meeting of the ‘‘Society of Associated Pioneers of the 
Territorial Days of California,” held at the Sturtevant House, 
New York, to take action in regard to the death of Gen. John 
A. Sutter, the president of the society, Gen. H. G. Gibson, 
acting president of the association, occupied the chair. 
Addresses were made by Messrs. John Sickels, O.'H. Pierson, 
and F. D. Clark. Mr. Henry Morford read a poem composed 
for the occasion. A committee consisting of Gen. T. D.

Gen. Gibson on taking the chair spoke as 
follows :

Thousands fed and clothed by his bounty, cheered by: his 
kindly, substantial encouragement and generous aid will ever 
bless his name, but the nation enriched by his 
covery, denied to the gallant soldier and noble Pioneer even the 
— sum, awarded by the Republic, to the humblest of its 

isabled and needy soldiery. He asked but a morsel of the 
vast riches delivered by his hand into its coffers, and this 
denied him, after years of patient seeking and waiting, 
that ‘‘hope deferred that maketh the heart sick,” he ‘

The commandant of the yard, in a communica- 
tion to Col. T. Y. Field, commanding the barracks, com- 
plimented him, and the officers and marines under his com- 
mand, for the quick response made to the alarm, and the 
fidelity and sedi displayed by the marine patrol who dis- 
covered the fire and gave the alarm, as well as for the quiet 
and orderly manner in which the duties of the command 
were performed.

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THE NOMINATION OF GEN. HANCOCK. 

‘Tue nomination of the senior Major-General of the 
Army—Major-General Winfield Scott Hancock, by 
the Cincinnati Convention, which we urged in 
the JournaL of two weeks ago to-day as a consumma- 
tion devoutly to be wished, has now passed beyond that 
stage, and has become a consummated reality. The two 
nomirations thus achieved—that of Gen. Garfield at 
Chicago and that of Gen. Hancock at Cincinnati—make 
it sure that in the coming elections the issues of the war 
will be left as the war settled them; for these are 
nominations of soldiers who fought in the war. Turn- 
ing to the special nomination of the present week, we 
may say with emphasis that in the entire list of the 
Regular Army no name could be found more worthy 
of the Democratic nomination for the Presidency than 
that of Winfield Scott Hancock. A soldier of remark- 
ably brilliant record, a gentleman of the highest persoral 
reputation, an officer always accessible and courteous, 
Gen. Hancock has succeeded in winning and keeping 
the general respect of all branches of the Service, staff 
and line. 

It is a good omen, too, for Gen. Hancock, that he 
has, by strict adherence to his professional duties, been 





removed from heated partisanship. He comes un- 
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THE HEKTOCGCRA P H, | ttammeled to many questions in finance and in general 
— politics which have divided his own party and have 


caused bitterness in all parties. His attitude has not 
been that of the politician who seeks to ‘‘ carry water 
on both shoulders,” in such issues, but it has simply 
never been in the line of his duties as an officer of the 
Government to take sides upon them. Whenever any 
opinion on any public question has come before him 


4) for a decision, that decision has been given directly and 


decisively, as his action under the reconstruction 
measures shows. But he has not been inextricably 
involved in wrangles over financial theories and in the 
personal bickerings and jealousies which would have 
heavily handicapped other candidates at Ciacinnati. 
It is not too much to say that he is the strongest can- 
didate the Convention could have named. 

There is another point worth noting. In discussing 
the nomination of Gen. Garfield, we pointed out the 
national wisdom as well as the party expediency of 
nominating a soldier for the Presidency. We illustrated 
it by the careers of Washington, Monroe, Jackson, 
Harrison, Taylor, Grant and Hayes. We showed how 
the President is the law-executing power, as distin- 
guished from the law-framing power, or Congress, and 
the law-interpreting power, or the judiciary. We called 
attention to the fact that the temperament of the soldier 
was the one suited te this function of the President. 
It remains to add that Gen. Hancock has been specially 
fortunate in being almost or quite the most conspicuous 
example in our day of the soldier insisting on the 
supremacy of the civil over the military law in time of 
peace. He carried this principle so far as to act upon 
it to an extent and at a time not acceptable to his mili- 
tary superiors. His devotion to the principle has been 
undoubtedly a characteristic quality of Gen. Hancock, 
and hence even those who would object to a military 
candidate must make an exception in his favor. 

Gen. Hancock has, moreover, understood the art of 
calling around him capable and upright men. His staff 
during the war was always a skillful and efficient one, 
and since the war he has surrounded himself with men 
of character, of broad views,.of.exact habits and of 
soldierly fidelity. We hold this to be a very important 
trait in any Presidential candidate. In the nature of 
things, a man occupying a great executive position 
must delegate much to be performed for him. It isa 
high test of character and abtlity how he selects his 
subordinates and how he treats them. 

We need not recall to our readers the military 
record of Winfield Scott Hancock, for nowhere clse can 
it be found so fully recorded as in the Army anp Navy 
JouRNAL for the last 17 years. That little class of 25 
that graduated from West Point in 1844—a class far 
smaller than others that preceded and followed it— 
turned out many brave soldiers, of whom seven were 
killed in action or died of their wounds. Gen. Han- 
cock’s military career, begun in Mexico soon after his 
graduation, culminated brilliantly in the war for the 
Union. 

We write of Gen. Hancock from the standpoint of 
this JourNAL, as a soldier, and not from any partisan 
point of view. Wedo not conceal the opinion that if 
he should be chosen President his administration would 
be dignified, honest, efficient, and free from scandals. 
In discussing the opposing nomination of Gen. Garfield 
we expressed our gratification that the choice had fallen 
on one who helped to uphold with his sword the Union 
in its hour of peril; and now that gratification is 
doubled. 








From the report which follows it will be seen that 
Secretary Thompson ordered the Board, composed of 
the chiefs of the several bureaus of the Department, to 
make a re-examination of the steamer Gulnare as to 
her suitableness for a voyage to the Arctic regions; and 
that the report of the first examination is re-affirmed— 
which is that the President would not be justified in 
accepting her from Captain Howgate as one of the 
vessels which he is authorized by a recent act of Con- 
gress to fit out and send to the Polar regions. In con- 
sequence of this report the vessel has been declined, 
and the Secretary of War has accordingly revoked his 
orders for certain officers and men to go out in her as 
colonists. 

Captain Howgate has determined to despatch the 
Guinare on his own responsibility—to officer, man, and 
equip her. With every desire to encourage so laudable 
an enterprise as that projected by Captain Howgate, the 
President has beyond doubt acted judiciously in declin- 
ing to accept the Gulnare in the face of the very posi? 
tive, adverse report of the Board of Navy officers who 
examined her. Her acceptance would have placed 
upon the Government the responsibility for the lives of 
all whom they placed on board, notwithstanding they 
may have volunteered for the service. Officers of the 
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June 26, 1880. 


Navy and Army are always ready and anxious to under- 
take any hazardous enterprise, but the Government is 
nevertheless bound to protect them, and should not 
allow them to embark in expedition of any kind with- 
out putting at their disposal suitable means for its 
successful accomplishment. 

Had Congress authorized the necessary expenditures 
to make the Gulnare suitable, and the necessary time 
have been allowed, she could have been put in proper 
condition to encounter the dangers of the Arctic regions. 
It will be recollected how much was spent on the Polaris 
and how much she was strengthened, and the fate that 
followed her.

The work necessary to done to 
the hull to fit her for stich a cruise is as follows: k the vessel, 
take off the metal egies, pat in additional through bolte, drill- 
ing through the plate-iron belts where necessary for this purpose, 
recaulk and recopper the vessel. Introduce an additional breast 
hook between decks, fill the bow in solid with timber below the 
berth deck extending about 10 feet aft, put in collision bulkhead 
and additional fastening in berth deck beams, remove all connec- 
tions between the rudder post and propeller shaft, extend the iron 
on the bow as far aft as the fore chains, and close the two after air 

rts on each side on the forward berth deck. As several leaks 

ve been discovered since the vessel commenced receiving her 
stores, and these, we are informed, are from defects in the fasten- 
ing, and as the vessel is still leaking apparently from the said 
cause, as the water can be heard coming in, the re-examination of 
the bottom is imperative. As the vessel with 100 tons of coal and 
nearly all of her stores on board has at present a free board of 3 
feet 934 inches, and as 30 inches free board is sufficient, there will 
be no difficulty on this point. The boiler we find to be very old 
(13 years) and very much worn. It is imperfectly braced, show- 
ing between braces evidences of strain. any of the rivet heads 
are much worn and unreliable. The boiler would be condemned 
as unfit for naval purposes. 

We are, therefore, of the opinion that although under favorable 
circumstances she may make the voyage, she is not such a vessel 
as the Navy Department is justified in accepting as suitable for the 
expedition.

AFFAIRS AT WASHINGTON. 


WasHINGTON, June 24, 1880, 


The Army and Navy are to be congratulated on the 
fact that nothing particularly detrimental to the Services 
has been done by Congress at the session just expired. 
Had all the bills which were introduced for the appoint- 
ment or restoration of officers in various ways been 
assed we wvuuld have had a large increase both on the 
active and the retired lists. In the matter of the restora- 
tion of officers we are perfectly aware that there are 
some meritorious cases; but there are others which have 
received the strongest recommendations from the com- 
mittees and from members of Congress, which are posi- 
tively without merit and which never ought to be con- 
sidered fora moment. These latter, however, we are 
bound to believe will be the cases which will eventually 
be favorably considered. 

It isa great pity that the bill which was introduced 
and which prescribed that all applications for restora- 
tion to the Service should be submitted to a board for 
examination and report, did not pass. But the major 
portion of the applicants for restoration do not wish to 
see such a bill become alaw. That would be death to 
their hopes, and they will fight against any thing of that 
sort most vigorously. They know perfectly well that if 
their cases were carried to such a tribunal there would 
be no hope for them, and the members of Con who 
are interested in those cases are well aware of the same 
fact. In some cases we are sure that members have 
been deceived in re to those in whom ihey have 
heir protegés have been described 


indiscretion had forfeited their positions in the Service ; 
when the facts are that their friends had been for years 
useless members of their profession, and a shocking ex-

00|/they had served. Thus persistent efforts’ have been 


made to degrade the Military and Naval Services, and 
make the ranks of an honorable profession the recepta- . 
cle for debauched and depraved characters. 

The Guinare has sailed—actually gone—and it will 
be a sort of relief to hear that she has left Halifax for 
Greenland. All will wish her a pleasant anda 
safe return; but she does not start out under very plea- 
sant auspices. She plumped to the bottom of the Poto- 
mac as soon as she was off the ways at Alexandria, and 
she is described by the naval experts who examined her 
as little better than an old tub. But two Army officers 
—Lieutenants Doane and Low—are willing to undertake 
the trip in her, joining her at Halifax—if she ever 
reaches that port. 

It 18 presumed that General Sheridan had every rea- 
son to believe that the retirement of General Meigs had 
been determined upon before he telegraphed his desire 
to have General Rucker made rmaster-Generak 
There are no persons in the Army who would not be 
pleased to see General Racker permitted to retire with 
the rank of brigadier-general, and after what General 
Sheridan has said of him he would be bound to ask for 
retirement at once. It is certainly very little to give an 
additional grade to those old and faithful officers who 
may wish to pass their few remaining years on the 
retired list. But General Meigs is not yet retired, and 
the President has on more than one occasion stated that 
he would not consider himself justified in retiring him 
to make way for another. However, it is said, and con- 
fidently believed, that General Grant bas very recently 
made a written request to the President, through Gen. 
Garfield, to have his old friend General Iogall made 
Quartermaster-General, and this could only be done by 
retiring General Meigs. Political reasons may there- 
fore induce the President to comply with General Grant’s 
request. General Garfield is probably anxious for the 
influence of General Grant and his friends in the ap- 
proaching campaign, and he would certainly make a 
strong friend in General Grant if he could accomplish 
the one thing upon which the ex-President’s heart is 
set—that of General In ’s promotion. 

Should General Rucker be promoted now he could 
not be confirmed or retired as Quartermaster-General 
until after the meeting of the next session of this Con- 
gress, and it is doubtful whether any further retirements 
will taxe place until that time. In the meanwhile there 
are some very anxious gentlemen. Under the law regu 
lating retirements, as it now stands, the officers of 
Army—and particularly those of the staff corps—will 
be constantly in a state of feverish anxiety as soon as 
they reach the of sixty-two. Their p! will be 
sought, and it will be a constant with them to 
keep their positions. It is therefore very doubtful whe- 
ther the Navy system of retirement is not far preferable.

EXPLANATION FROM ADMIRAL MULLANY.

To the Kditor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Sm: The article in your paper of June 19, under the 
caption of ‘‘ Capt. Jouett’s Case,” is incorrect so far as 
it relates to myself. I was not wounded by a shot 
which exploded one of the boilers of the Oneida, but 
some time afterwards by a shot from the ram Tennessee 
which we engaged after passing the forts. The fight 
was then virtually over, uotil subsequently renewed 
higher up the bay, in which neither the Oneida nor the 
Galena took part. 

I pone the Oneida, and my consort the Galena, 
by virtue of my seniority, throughout the passage of 
the forts, and was only wounded, as heretofore stated, 
after having borne the burden and hest of the fight. 

This statement is supported by the testimony of all 
the officers attached to the Oneida, as well as by that of 
the most prominent petty officers aboard; all of which 
is on file at the Navy Department. 

The letter of Admiral Farragut to Commodore Wells 
(then a commander) does not state when I was wounded, 
and the command of both vessels could ome not 
devolve upon Wells until I had been disabled. I was 
* aboard when the above mentioned letter was written, 
but as soon as I read the copy of it published in the 
Journal, I wrote to Admi heme 0 upon the sub- 
ject, but he was then, unfortunately, lying very ill with 
the sickness which ended his life. have, however, 
the statement of his secretary, Major Montgomery, to 
the effect that the Admiral repeatedly expressed his 
desire to write to me and assure me that he never in- 
tended to convey anything in the letter that would 
detract from the merit of - ferviom iit and further 
charged his secretary to remind him of this purpose as 
soon as his physician would permit him to attend to 
business. - 

I can assure you that from my position on the poop 
deck of the Oneida I never saw the commanding officer 
of the Galena (then Lieut.-Commander Wells), and 
when one of the Oneida’s boilers was exploded, and I 
wished to give Lieut.-Commander Wells an order, I 
could not see him anywhere, and was informed by a 
negro man on the Galena’s poop deck that he was on 
his quarter deck, and by this negro I sent hima mes- 

e. 
ieut.-Commander Huntington’s first report is cor- 
rected by a second one; and an official letter, as well as 
a full report of Chief Engineer Hunt is on file, showing 
that the Oneida was not entirely disabled, but had the 
one boiler after the necessary adjustments, which 
cecupied but a few minutes. 

In further support of the position I have taken in this 
matter, I beg to refer you to the letter of Lieut.-Com- 
mander Huntington, found appended to my record in 
the last edition of Hamersley’s ‘‘ Record of the Living 
Officers of the Navy.”

Gen. Fitz John Porter, without political bias of any 
kind, and purely as a measure of justice. . 
The following letter from Fitz John Porter was pre- 
sented : ; 
Mornzistow,, N. J., June 9th, 1880. 


General James McQuade and Members of the Asseciation of 
the Fifth Army Corps : 


GENTLEMEN: From the fullness of my heart I thank you 
for the memorable honor you have conferred upon me by 
your numerous appeals to our Government in my behalf— 
appeals couched in terms of personal kindness peculiarly 
grateful to me. 

Your devotion and faith in my innocence and that of my 
old comrades of the Army of the Potomac, have been as 
lamps to my path in the dark hours of my adversity. 

In December, 1862, I stood before the highest military tri- 
bunal known to our laws, consciously innocent under the 
charges against my patriotism, my activity in the field, and 
my honor, which that court was then . 

To the astonishment of myself and of jurists watching 
the trial, that court in January, 1863, found me guilty of the 
offences charged and the sentence merely dismissed me from 
the Army and incapacitated me from ing office of trust 
or profit under the Government of the United States. 

Had I been guilty of the crimes charged, the judgment of 
my command, of the whole Army and of all true men would 
have been, that my life should be the forfeit. 

Aware of the disparity between the severity of the findings 
and the feebleness of the sentence, the Judge-Advocate- 
General wrote and anonymously circulated a pamphlet saying 
in attempted palliation: 

‘‘The wonder of military men who understood the atrocity 
of Porter's offence in all its bearings, is not that he was con- 
demned, but that his life was spared. The 
might well have sentenced him to death and they forbore to 
do so, in all probability, only because they felt that as a walk- 
ing blasted monument of treachery to his country’s flag, he 
would be a warning to others more effective than any voice 
which could issue from his dishonored but perhaps forgotten 
grave.” 

Yet ‘‘the wonder of military men” was not that my “lite 
was spared” but that I ‘‘ was cond “ 

Those dead soldiers whom we all love and honor—Reynolds 
and Sumner, and Hooker, and and Thomas, and 
Anderson, and Griffin, and Barnes, and Heintzleman, and 
Wadsworth, and Sykes, refused to regard me “‘as a walking 
blasted monument of treachery,” refused to turn their backs 
upon me as a guilty man, but continued my firm friends and 
my associates through life. 

One of them, an actor in all the events upon which the 
charges against me were based, an unflinching commander, a 
stern — and true friend, General George Sykes, just 
after hearing read Senator an’s minority report inthe 
Fitz-John Porter case, declared on his bed, “I hope 
God in his infinite goodness will vouchsafe to Porter the jus- 
tice he deserves; he is an innocent man.” 

During my trial I was warned by well informed friends not 
to be too confident of the result because of my innocence as 
no matter what the facts were my conviction was determined 
upon. 

It was then intimated and has since been asserted to me, 
that there then existed on the part of the Government a fear 
that the control of the Army of the Potomac would pass out 
of the hands of the administration and the necessity existed 
of demonstrating the power of the Government and re -cstab- 
lishing discipline by striking down some oue with it high in 
rank and iefieenee. 

It was my misfortune to be selected as the victim. 

My accuser has, besides other comforts, been consoled with 
the assurance ** that no one has been heard to reflect upon 
him or his action in the matter which all admit to have been 
necessary at the time.” 

How groundless were these fears, thus alleged to have 

rompted my trial, it is needless to say to the Army of the 
Seeman which knows how firm was its own loyalty. 

The Court-martial terminated my duty as a so! in Jan- 
uary, 1863. My duty as a citizen then began and in ita per- 
formance I bore the sentence—severe because of the social 
and political ostracism it involved, and all the more severe 
because undeserved. 

I felt that if my country demanded of me a sacrifice 

reater than that of my life offered on many a bloody field, 
f would endure it with the steadfast faith, that when the 
passions of the hour to which I had been sacrificed should 
have been calmed, my character as a soldier and a patriot 
would be vindicated. 

I ever solemnly protested against the judgment which 
deprived me of my right to draw my sword at all times in 
defence of our country. 

And I asked all lovers of truth and justice to dispassionately 
examine the records of my Court-martial and impartially 
decide for themselves whether I was justly condemned. 

It was not in the cause of one man but in the broad cause 
of justice which lies at the base of all true liberty in which I 
sought to enlist all fair minded men. 

y first personal and public appeal for a rehearing of my 
case was made thirteen years ago. 

So convinced of the justice of my claim was the soldier 
then highest in command in the Army and since twice 
honored with the hest trust in the nation's gift, that he 
said of me, ‘‘not only ought he to have the re! ing but 
every member of the court which sentenced him should be 
glad to have the opportunity to join in the appeal,” and also

But the test of my accuser and other influences pre- 
vailed and I could get no rehearing. 

Year after year Re appeal was renewed in various ways. 
It was neither granted nor denied till in 1878 the President 
ordered a rehearing before a Board selected by the General 
of the Army. } 

Generals Schofield, Terry, and Getty were selected to com- 
pose that Board. Successful soldiers, and trusted by 
all, who knowing by experience greater responsibilities than 
mine, I felt, would calmly weigh my actions and judge me 
austerely but justly. 

Au examination of the testimony taken before the Court- 
martial and other documents had ratistied two of my counsel 
that their previous belief in the rightfulness of the findings 
based upon newspaper reports was erroneous, and they all 
three entered at ouce with me upon the new trial. all 
felt satisfied that the record of the Court-martiai did not 
warrant the finding, and with this sentunent coincided the 
freely expressed opinion of many of the most eminent jurista 
of the land, 

With the earnestness res from ‘this conviction of the

glowing words forever dispel the stain cast upon it. 

‘*As Longstreet’s army pressed forward to strike Pope's 
exposed left wing and flank, Warren, with his little brigade, 
sprung into the gap and breasted the storm until but a 
handful of his brave men were left alive ; then Sykes with 
his disciplined brigades, and Reynolds with his gallant Penn- 
sylvania Reserves, seized the commanding ground in rear, 
and, like a rock, withstood the advance of the victorious 
enemy and saved the Union Army from rout.” 

“Thus did this gallant corps nobly and amply vindicate the 
character of their trusted chief, and demonstrate to all the 
world that ‘disobedience of orders’ and ‘ misbehavior in the 

resence of the enemy’ are crimes which could not possibly 
nd place in the head or heart of him who thus commanded 
that corps.” 

* These events of the 30th of August were excluded from 
the evidence before the Court-martial that tried General 
Porter; but justice requires that they should be mentioned 
here as having an important bearing upon the question of 
animus which was so strongly dwelt upon in the review of 
Porter's case by the Judge Advocate General.” 


They reported for August 29, °62—the day on which my 
acts were condemned by the Court, as follows : 

** Porter's faithful subordinate and intelligent conduct that 
afternoon saved the Union Army from the defeat which 
would otherwise have resulted that day from the enemy's 
more speedy concentration, The only serious critical period 
of that campaign, viz.: between 11 a. Mm. and sunset August 
29, was thus safely passed. Porter had understood and ap- 
preciated the military situation aud so far as he had acted 
upon his own jndgment, his action had been wise and judi- 
cious. For the disasters of the succeeding day he was in no 
degree responsible. Whoever else may Tass been respon- 
sible, it did not flow from any action or inaction of his. . . . 

«« We believe not one among all the gallant soldiers on 
that bloody field was less deserving of such condemnation 
than he.” 

The Board recommended : 

“That justice required at the hands of the President such 
action as may be necessary to annul and set aside the find- 
‘ings and sentence of the Court-martial in the case of Major 
General Fitz John Porter, and to restore him to the positions 
of which that sentence deprived him.” 

The highest contidence was felt in the judgment, decision, 
and recommendation of that Board. The press was unani- 
mous in commendation of its members when first announced 
—and with few exceptions was as unanimous in accepting 
their findings as conclusive. 

The General who selected them has said “they were officers 
than whom three better do not exist in the Army.” ‘I be- 
lieve I will accept as conclusive the action of this court of 
honor—-composed as it is of such officers as Schofield, Terry, 
and Getty.” 

The President who aprointed the Board ‘to report, with 
the reasons for their conclusion, what action, if any, in their 
opinion, justice requires should be taken by him ;” indorsed 
their recommendation as follows : 

‘*T have given to this report such examination as satisfies 
me that I ought to lay the proceedings and conclusions of 
the Board before Congress. 

* As IT am without power in the absence of legislation to act 
upon the recommendation of the report further than by sub- 
muitting the same to Congress, the proceedings and conclu- 
sions of the Board are transmitted for the information of 





Congress, and such action as in your wisdom shall seem ex-! 


pedient and just.” 
Your appeal of last year asking in the name of truth and 
ustice--as due to the 5th Corps, to the Army of the Potomac, 
the Army of the United States, and to the country—prompt 
ratification of the recommendation of the Board has been laid 
before the President and Congress. 

The military committees of both the Senate and the House 
of Representatives have recommended the passage of bills in- 
troduced to carry out the recommendation of the Board and 
to do full justice in the case. 

But opposition organized for personal and political motives 
to resist all action leading to complete vindication, by forcing 
the matter into the political arena and striving to unite a 
political party on their side, has arrested progress, and, 
at the solicitation of my friends of both political parties, 
further consideration by Congress is delayed till the next 
session. 

A speech was adopted and delivered in the Senate of the 
United States, presenting only the views of the prosecution 
and perverting the facts. At the instigation of him who de- 
livered it, the speech is to be circulated as a campaign docu- 
ment and army organizations of which many of you are mem- 
bers, have been called upon, though in violation of their 
regulations, to aid in its circulation, while arrangements are 
being made to furnish the State centrvl committees of one 
party with the speech arranged for their speakers to use in 
the ensuing political campai 

The report of this Board of officers of high standing is a 
full moral vindication of the rectitude and propriety of my 
acts, and of the integrity of my command and of those who 
have held up my hands and heart these long;years, and it is so 
accepted by all soldiers not influenced by personal or politi- 
cal bias. But the complete vindication due to me, to you, 
and the country, can only come from the action of Con; 
and the President carrying out the recommendation of the

INDIAN AFFAIRS. 


The following tele; has been received at the War 
Department: ‘‘ Gen. Terry telegraphs that 585 hostile 
Sioux have come to Fort Keogh, and have surrendered 
on the prescribed terms, giving up arms and poniés. 
They report that 200 lodges are on their way in.” 
The Pioneer Press says that at Fort Keogh officers were 
very busy receiving the arms and ponies of the sur- 
rendered Indians. All the Indians that have come into 
the fort agree to the statement that a great many more 
of the Sioux are on their way. 

Despatches from Col. Otis and Major Merrill, of the 

7th Cavalry, are to the effect that the fight along the 
line of the Northern Pacific, consequent upon the re- 
cent raid, has, in a large measure, subsided. Colonel 
Otis writes from Fort Lincoln, Dakota, that a courier 
has just come in with the news that only four head of 
stock had been stolen, and that sd five Indians were 
seen by Capt. Baker and party while out hunting. A 
scouting party which was sent out saw no Indians. It 
is supposed that this is the same band of Indians who 
killed the mail party on the Keogh route. Major Mer- 
rill writes that he is embarrassed for efficient officers, 
but that advices from the end of the track, and all along 
the line, report all quiet and no fear of another outbreak 
at present. 
n Grant County, New Mexico, a meeting of citizens 
complained of Gen. Hatch and hiscommand. Capt. 
Parker, chief of the Scouts of the San Carlos reserve, 
and Captain Madden, were eulogized. The Denver 
Tribune's despatch from Santa Fe says: ‘‘ General 
Buell reports from Fort Wingate that on the 12th he had 
a council with the head chiefs and many sub-chiefs and 
old men of the Navajo tribe. They acknowledged that 
some of their young men had been behaving badly, but 
denied having had a council with the Utes recently, and 
stated that if Captain Bennett, of the 9th Cavalry, was 
given tothem as an agent they would endeavor to re- 
strain their young men. No Indian depredations have 
been reported fiom Southern New Mexico lately. Vic- 
toria’s band is evidently recuperating in Chihuahua. 
General Hatch has asked permission to follow them into 
Mexico, which should be granted, as only continual 
chase can subdue Victoria, and it is thought no obsta- 
cles would be presented by the Mexican authorities. 
Indian trails are being reported from Grant county. 
Captain Kramer, with 150 men, left Fort Bowie yester- 
day to scout in the San Francisco Valley.” The 
request for permission to follow the fodiens into 
Mexico was refused. 

A despatch from Tuscon, of the 22d, says: ‘‘The 
band of Marquez, the revolutionists, was broken up and 
disbanded near the Sonora line on the 18th inst. The 
Mexican consul stationed here, upon learning of the 
movement, notified the United States military authori- 
ties, who promptly sent a force to arrest the parties. 
Marquez, on learning this movement of the United 
States troops, disbanded his forces, and, with his 
officers, returned here last night. It is reported on 
good authority that he left this morning in disguise for 
San Francisco.” 

A news despatch from Denver, Col., June 24, says: 
‘*Gen. Edward Hatch, commanding the United States 
troops in New Mexico, arrived in Santa Fe last night for 
the purpose of meeting Gen. Pope and to consult with 
him in reference to the disposition of troops and plans 
for a campaign against the Apaches. On the arrival of 
the 14th Infantry they will be immediately ordered into 
the field, but still more troops are needed, as it is im- 
portant and of the utmost necessity to settle our Indian 
troubles effectually, that the material progress of the 
Territory may no longer be retarded. The campaign 
has been a very hard one on the officers and men en- 
gaged, and although the number of troops engaged was 
entirely too small to subdue Victoria and his band en- 
tirely, Victoria has nevertheless suffered great loss, and 
had he not escaped would doubtless have been captured 
or killed. Gen. John Pope, accompanied by Col. —" 
aide-de-camp ; Gen. Bingham, Chief Quartermaster, and 
Major Coppinger, Inspector General, arrived at Santa 
Fe June 23.” 


Crviiizine ‘ Lo.”—From a letter to the Chester (Pa.) 
Evening News, by Captain Cochrane, of the Marine Corps, 
describing a visit to the recent exercises at Hampton, Va., 
we take the following: . . . ‘‘Speaking of Hampton, sug- 
gests an invitation which came a few days ago for myself 
‘and lady’ to attend the anniversary exercises of the Hamp- 
ton Normal and Agricultural Institute on May 20.

Tue Story oF THE OBELIsK.—Harper’s Weekly for July 3 
tells ** The Story of the Obelisk.” From this it appears that 
the project of transferring an Egyptian obelisk to New York 
originated in a conversation between the Editor of the N., Y. 
World and the Khedive. A wealthy citizen of New York 
(supposed to be Mr. Wm. H. Vanderbilt) was found willing 
to provide the money for the necessary expenses of transpor- 
tation, which were fixed at $75,000. A contract for the re- 
moval was made with Mr. Dixon, who removed an obelisk to 
England. Meanwhile Mr. Dixon asked for a reconsideration 
of ‘his agreement, his unfortunate experience in losing the 
English obelisk at sea, and having to pay salvage upon it, 
discouraging him. Mr. Dixon ceased to have any connection 
with the project, but, the any | continues, he with much 
courtesy put all the information he had acquired in removing 
the first obelisk to London, together with various machines 
and contrivances employed in that operation by him, at the 
service of the editor of the World, for the benefit of any 
American engi who should undertake to bring the second 
obelisk to this country. Several propositions were made and 
considered for doing this ; but while the subject was still 
under deliberation, Lieutenant-Commander H. H. Gorringe, 
in command of the United States steamer Gettysburg, re- 
turned to this country from a long surveying service in the 
waters of the Levant, during which Lieutenant-Commander 
Gorringe had made a special personal study of the position of 
the standing obelisk at Alexandria, and of that port, with a 
direct reference to the conditions under which its removal 
must be conducted. An accomplished archeologist, as well 
as a gallant and skilful officer, Lieutenant-Commander Gor- 
ringe had taken the liveliest interest in the project. Imme- 
diately upon his return he sought an interview with the Secre- 
tary of State, who, becoming satisfied after a full conversa- 
tion with him, that he had mastered the question of the re- 
moval in all its details, referred him, with the strongest re- 
commendations, to the editor of the World. After a careful 
examination of the plans and drawings submitted by him, the 
work of removing the obelisk was formally committed to 
Lieutenant-Commander Gorringe, and an agreement made 
with him on the same basis with that originally accepted by 
Mr. Dixon. He set about his enterprise at once with great 
energy and prudence, and on the 24th of August, 1879, sailed 
in the Britannic for Liverpool and Alexandria, having _ 
viously ——— the construction, at the Roebling Iron 
Works, in New Jersey, of some new and extremely ingenious 
machinery, devised by himself, to be used in taking down 
and shipping the monolith. At the request of the Secretary 
of State, the Naval Department granted a special leave of ab- 
sence to Lieutenant-Commander Gorringe and to Lieutenant 
Seaton Schroeder, who accompanied him, to navigate the 
vessel in which the obelisk should be shipped. During the 
whole of the autumn of 1879 and the winter of 1879-80 
Lieutenant-Commander Gorringe was occupied not only with 
overcoming the severe material difficulties involved in the 
task he undertaken, but with defeating the intrigues and 
machinations of innumerable parties interested in preveut- 
ing, if possible, the consummation of an enterprise which had 
been regarded from the beginning with an unfavorable eye 
by the great majority of ——— resident in Egypt. With 
the exception, indeed, of the Russian representatives in that 
country and of the numerous and intelligent Greek commun- 
ity there, it may be said that the united influence of the 
European world of Egypt, public and private, was thrown 
against the young American officer and his work. His pa- 
tience, firmness and tact, however, haye proved equal to all 
the demands made upon them; and with the loyal and effi- 
cient co-operation of Consul-General Farman, to whom too 
much praise cannot be given for his active and judicious 
efforts in the matter from the outset, the work of removing 
the obelisk from its site and shipping it for its long and peril- 
ous voyage was triumphantly carried through. Tharks to 
the unfortunate condition of our own steam marine, it was 
found by Lieutenant-Commander Gorringe to be impossible 
to obtain an American vessel for the service, excepting at 
ruinous rates, and the obelisk is coming to us, therefore, on a 
steamer of English build, the Dessouk, which was purchased 
by Lieutenant-Commander Gorringe in Egypt, and altered 
and modified there to suit his views. In this vessel he sailed 
from Alexandria at 2 Pp. m. on Saturday, June 12. He will 
doubtless be first heard from at Gibraltar about the 21st or 
22d of June, and after that his arrival with his precious 
freight in the harbor of New York may be expected about the 
middle of the month of July. 
A telegram announces the arrival at Gibraltar on the 22d 
of June of the Dessouk, bearing the obelisk which Comman- 
= Gorringe expects to deliver in New York by the 15th of 
uly.

By direction of the Commander-in-Chief, I have the 
honor to communicate to you the decision of this Depart- 
ment in the matter of the award of the “ Nevada” Badge 
for 1879. 

The highest score was claimed for Co. A, of the 48th Regi- 
ment, located at Oswego, namely, 1,303. 

This score was contested by the 9th Separate Company of 
Whitehall, on the ground of fraudulent marking. In su 

ort of these charges the affidavits of Captain Rollins E. 
Bascom and Lieut. Srville A. Manville, of the 9th Separate 
Company, who were present during the shooting of the Os- 
wego company, were filed with this Departmer t. 

At my request a Court of Inquiry was appointed by the 
Commander-in-Chief to investigate the charges. 

Lieut. Col. George C. Bradley, 47th regiment, constituting 
the court, proceeded to Oswego and then to Whitehall to take 
testimony, and in due time made his report, recommending 
that the badge be awarded to the Oswego company. 

After a careful study of the proceedings I concur in the 
finding of the court, on the ground that the evidence pro- 
duced in support of the affidavits of Capt. Bascom and Lieut. 
Manville is not sufficient to warrant going behind the 
returns. 

The i’ £ is therefore awarded to Co. A, 48th regiment, 
N. G., 8. N. Y., as the successful competitor of 1879. 

I regret that the title of these very expert riflemen should 
have n clouded A their own discourtesy to honorable 
rivals, in that they failed to allow them the fullest opportu- 
nity to observe, investigate, and verify the scores upon the 
spot. The action of the officer in charge of the firing party 
in insisting that Lieut. Manville, although accompanied by 
the colonel of the 48th regiment, should leave the 
marker’s pit was certainly extraordinary.

On receipt of the usual bonds for the safe keeping of the 
i trophy, Col. Church will at once forward the badge to the 
Commandant of Co. A, 48th regiment. 

The question of right and wrong in the Nevada badge con- 
test 1879, is therefore settled : the protest is thrown out, and 
under the evidence adduced by Col. Bradley—the Court of 
Inquiry—Co. A, 48th regiment, are entitled to more than the 
mere letter of General Barnes, awarding them the custody of 
the badge. When this court was appointed on the affidavits 
of Capt. Bascom and Lieut. Manville, the JourNat, in the 
interest of the National Guard demanded that the inquiry be 
most searching, and that on the verdict an example be made, 
viz.: That if Co. A, 48th regiment, had secured their score in 
this match by fraud and corruption, that their officers, who 
must naturally be cognizant of the fact, be brought to a sense 
of their obligations to the State by a Court-martial; while on 
the other hand, if Capt.SBascom and Lieut. Manville had 
accused Capt. Herron and nis company without just grounds, 
they should be made to feel that such grave charges cannot 
be made with impunity. In his letter to General Wood com- 
manding 6th N. Y. Division, General Barnes, Inspector-Gen- 
eral of Rifle Practice, 8. N. Y., says: ‘‘ After a careful study 
of the proceedings I concur in the findings of the Court, on 
the ground that the evidence produced in support of the affi- 
davits of Capt. Bascom and jLieut. Manville is not sufficient 
to warrant going behind the returns.” So far so good, but is 
there not something further due Capt. Herron and Co. A, 
48th regiment? For nine months they have lain under the 
very gravest of charges, yet because this charge is termed a 
“protest” and could not be sustained, the subject is to be 
quietly dropped on the award of the badge, So far as at present 
known, for the full report of the ‘‘ Court of Inquiry” has not 
been given to either accused or accuser, Col. Bradley has de- 
cided that the practice}was conducted according to Circular No. 
3, Department of Rifle Practice, 1879; that the charges, one by 
one, were met and refuted, and as a consequence Co. A, 48th 
regiment, is pronounced sans peur et sans reproche. This 
badge was presented by the National Guard of Nevada to 
their brethren of New York, for the purpose of encouraging 
rifle practice ; little did they think that instead of bring- 
ing together in friendly competition companies from every 
tekende and division of the State, it would become the means 
of creating ill-feeling and jealousy. Heretofore this jealousy 
has confined itself to petty protests and private bickerings, 
but when charges of fraud supported by affidavits are pre- 
sented after a match, it is time indeed that the State author- 
ities adopted measures to secure future — against 
such annoyances. We do not object to or disclaim against 
honest points of dispute in any match ; but when protests are 
backed by affidavits of fraud, which on examination are dis- 
proven, the accused party should be granted something more 
than the mere announcement that the charges are not proven. 
Capt. Bascom and Lieut. Manville may have thought they 
were correct in their assumption, yet should be directed to 
make some jatonement to Co. A, 48th regiment, if only to 
prevent a recurrence of such grave yet unsubstantiated 


charges.

At 
such a time, a military company like yours, used to acting in 
unison, apt to catch the word of command and quick te obey 
it, having reliance on each other, confident in united strength 
and mutual support, is the very engine that the law and the 
authorities need, both as a means of repression and as an as- 
surance to the orderly. I give you praise, therefore, that you 
have done what you have done ; and I urge you to keep on in 
that good way. Though the thoughtless may not see the 
utility of your body, the prudent wise will approve.”

RIFLE PRACTICE. 


Tae InrezrnationaL Matcu.—The cable dispatches an- 
nouncing the steady, reliable work of the Irish riffemen, and 
the very ordinary practice of the American team have caused 
considerable surprise in American rifle circles, and many who 
felt that America could not be beaten by any possible means, 
are now willing to concede that the victory is extremely 
doubtful. The practice of the American team has been thus 
far simply individual work, for until the team of either six or 
eight are selected, the men are rivals for place. The best 
scores thus far recorded, 216 and 215 of Farrow and Clark, 
have been beaten by Wm. Rigby’s 218. Our men are, no 
doubt, over-confident, and feel that they are more than a 
match for the very best of the Irish:champions, but they 
must not overlcok the fact that in the coming contest the 
conditions will be nearly equal. For three or four years the 
Messrs. Rigby have been at work on an Irish breech-ioader 
which would have the advantages of thu American rifle and 
yet be its superior in shooting powers, and if they have not 
succeeded in full, they have accomplished wonders. The 
Irish team will all shoot a Rigby breech-loader, they have se- 
cured a powder of equal strength with that used by the 
Americans, bullets have been copied and shells made after 
American patterns. They have alse adopted the back posi- 
tion, which, added to the “ give and take” system of coaching 
in a match, gives them every advantage heretotore held by 
American riflemen. It is to be hoped that Col. Bodine will 
shoot the match with teams of six each, in which case the 
very best of the Irish and American riflemen will be brought 
together, and one of the closest matches yet shot at the long 
ranges will be witnessed. 

NationaL RiritEe AssocratTion.—The lar meeting of 
the Board of Directors National Rifle Association was held on 
Tuesday, June 22, Judge Gildersleeve in the chair. The 
Secretary announced that it was the hundredth meeting the 
Board had held since the first one at the office of Gen. Win- 

ate on November 24, 1871. Since that time the association 
os expended $160,121.29, and over $50,000 has been given 
to compet:tors in various rifle contests ; 440 “‘ all comers” 
matches have been shot on the range in addition to club 
matches, while the National Guard of the First and Second 
divisions have made Creedmoor a regular practice ground. 
Teams from all parts of the country have shot there, and 
every State in the Union has been represented by marksmen. 
The range has been the scene of the best shooting ever done 
in team contests, and according to a low estimate over eight 
million shots have been fired on the grounds. Yet not a sin- 
gle person has been hit by a bullet or killed on the range. 

Major R. Olyphant was elected a Director in place of Gen. 
Molineaux resigned, and Cols. Cowperthwaite and Story and 
Major Schermerhorn were appointed a committee to prepare 
a programme for the fall meeting at Creedmoor. 

Judge Gildersleeve aunounced that he had received a 
despatch from Sir Henry Halford in regard to the statement 
mone in connection with the Hyde-Halford match, and stat- 
ing that Sir Henry had promptly corrected the error. The 
Secre' was directed to write to the National Rifle Associa- 
tion of Great Britain to say that no match between the two 
associations could take place until a British team visited this 
country, to contest for the Palma.

— Somz remarkable long-range shooting has lately been 
done at Ilion. The weapon tested was a Remington military 
rifle (Spanish model) using seventy-five grains of powder, 
and three hundred and eighty-five grains of lead; the distance 
being eighteen hundred yards, or one mile and forty yards. 
To obtain this range, the rear sight was elevated three and 
one-quarter inches. As near as could be calculated, the bul- 
lets were in the air a little more than five seconds. At the 
distance named, they were shot through a dry two-inch spruce 
plank, and imbedded four inches in solid earth. There is no 
doubt that if held at the proper elevation, this rifle will shoot 
a bullet that would kill a man at one and a half miles, and 
jee bye a greater distance. Of course, with the Creed- 
moor rifle and ammunition a still greater range could be at- 
tained, and with sufficient power and precision to make it ex- 
pee ot uncomfortable for a battalion of troops or a battery 
of artillery.—Yorest, Forge, and Farm.

Or the Warren Board Hour says: The officers whose 
testimony 1s demanded in the ‘‘ Inquiry” are placed in a 
very difficult position. They are expected to be accurate 
in remembering the details of a battle which occurred fif- 
teen years ago and at atime when there was a good deal 
of fighting to remember. The statements of eye-wit- 
nesses of battles, especially of officers engaged, have 
always been notoriously difficult to harmonize. One 
evidence of this is the storm of abuse levelled at Mr. 
Kinglake in 1863, after the publication of his *‘ History 
of the Crimean War,” although he had access to Lord 
Raglan’s papers and the testimony of hundreds of offi- 
cers.

THE BURSTING OF THE PEACEMAKER. 


The names of Stockton and Princeton are familiar 
ones in American history, and both are connected with 
an event which cast a deep gloom over the country. 

Robert Field Stockton, a distinguished officer of the 
Navy, statesman and senator, was born at Princeton, 
New Jersey, in 1795; studied at the college at that 
pluce; entered the Navy, and in the course of his 
prominent naval career commanded the U. S. steamer 
Princeton. While on a visit to England, in 1839, he 
‘was attracted by the improvements which had been 
introduced in the substitution of wrought-iron for cast- 
iron in the manufacture of heavy castings, and became 
impressed with the idea that the same material could 
be successfully used in the construction of cannon of 
heavy calibre. It had been used a hundred years 
before, in ee of light calibre. 

Captain Stockton was full of his project, and called 
to his aid some of the best talent of the period. The 
result was the construction of a 12-inch wrought-iron 
cannon, under his direction at the Mersey Works, Eng- 
land, It was made of Yorkshire iron, and shipped to 
Sandy Hook, N. Y., to be experimented with. This 
gun, **Oregon,” was bored out to carry a shot 12 inches in 

iameter, being 24 inches diameter abaft the trunnions,

covered. Bands 34 inches in thickness were shrunk on 
to the afterpart, from the trunnions to the breech. It 
was again mounted, and the experiments went forward. 
It was fired some twenty times with charges of from 14 
to 20 lbs. of powder and 212-Ib. shot, and the result 
was that the crack previously discerned opened to such 
an extent as to allow water to drain through when the 
gun was washed out. Experiments were then made 
by increasing the charge to %5 lbs., so as to see how 
much the bands would bear. It was fired 44 times with- 
out. visible effect. From this result the idea was formed 
that a wrought-iron gun, if overstrained, would only 
open and not fly to pieces, and that a gun could be made 
sufficiently strong to stand any number of pounds of 
powder. Captain Stockton, accordingly, ordered an- 
other gun similar io the first, but with an additional 
thickness of 12 inches of metal at the breech. Its 
weight was about 27,334 pounds. Messrs. Hogg and 
Delamater, at New York, were the manufacturers of 
it, at acost to the Government of $11,488.22. The 
material used was the best American iron. 

Captain Stockton was at this time interested in an 
armament for the United States steamer Princeton, the 
first propeller for the U. S. Navy, built at Philadelphia 
in 1843 under his auspices. The Princeton was of 
672 tons measurement, and calculated to carry 8 guns.

The Princeton left Philadelphia October 7, 1848, for 
New York, and made one or two trial trips between those 
ports. January 17, 1844, the ‘‘ Peacemaker” was taken 
on board at New York, at an early hour inthe morning, 
the crew at the time giving three cheers and “‘ splicing 
the main brace.” 

oe Stockton, in a letter dated at this time, on 
board the Princeton, wrote: ‘‘ As a gun it is quite per- 
fect, and I do not think that any charge of powder can 
injure it; and as a piece of forged work it is 
the greatest achievement up to this time. It is safe in 
its carriage on board of the ship, and I hope within ten 
days to be with the ship at Washington. men who 
made it deserve their money. It is worth all the guns 
on board any frigate.” 

The Princeton touched at Philadelphia and then pro. 
ceeded to Washington, where she arrived Fe’ 18, 
having ploughed her way through the ice; tolled her 
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and tapering to 18 inches at the muzzle.

The ‘‘Peacemaker” naturally created a great sen- 
sation at Washington, as did also the Princeton, and the 
result was a series of a, var wens trips and excursions 
a few miles down the Potomac. On the first experi- 
n.ental trip, February 16, the was fired once with 
25 Ibs. and once with 30 Ibs. of powder and 212 Ib. shot, 
without any gee injury. On the second, the 
18th, the President being on board, it was fired three 


times—once with a 80 lb. charge and a 100 Ib. hollow | gu 


shot, and twice with 25 lb. charges and similar shot. 
An examination of the gun showed it to be apparently 
sound. A third trip was made on the 20th with a con- 
gressional party on board, when the gun was fired three 
times with 25 lb. cartridge and 100 lb. hollow shot each 
time. No injury to the gun could be discovered. 

On Wednesday, February 28, 1844, the fatal excur- 
sion was made. The President arrived on board in a 
river steamer, accompanied by his Cabinet, foreign 
ministers, other prominent public officials, and about 
150 to 200 ladies and gentlemen—guests of Capt. Stock- 
ton. The yards were mauned, a salute fired, and at 
1p. mM. the Princeton proceeded down the Potomac— 
the party being as distinguiehed and joyous one as 
ever. made an excursion on a vessel of war. 
Shortly after passing Alexandria the ‘‘ Peacemaker” 
was fired, and once again just before the ship was put 
about on her return trip. When on her way up a re- 
quest was made by the Secretary of the Navy, who took 
great interest in the gun, to have it in fired. The 
same charge of 25 lbs. of powder and a 212 lb. shot was 
used. 


Captain Stockton took his customary position nearest 
the gun with one foot on the bed, and gave the usual 
ovder to *‘ stand clear,” and fired. The ‘‘ Peacemaker ” 
burst with fearfully disastrous and thrilling results; 
and following the explosion there laid dead, or in the 
agony of death, on the deck of the vessel, Hon. Abel 
P. Upshur, Secretary of State ; Hon. Thos. W. Gilmer, 
Secretary of the Navy; Capt. Beverly Kennon, Chief 









Thos. W. Gilmer had been cepeimed of the 
Navy two weeks prior to his on can 
scarcely picture ‘the scene, and those only who were 
witnesses could fully realize it. 

The ‘‘ Peacemaker” burst at the breech and broke 
short off under the trunnions. One half of the breech 

over the starboard bow, carrying away about 
twenty feet of the hammock rail and twelve hammocks. 
The other half, about 2,000 pounds in weight, fell in 
the port gangway, ten feet abaft the fore hatch. The 
n-calriage Was & ect wreck, and the fragments 
and the section of the gun which fell inside were the 
missiles of death. 

At 4:20 p. m. the Princeton came to off Alexandria— 
the wounded were transferred to the hospital at Wash- 
ington by steamer, and the guests generally reached 
home in the same way. e Secretary of War 
and such naval officers as were necessary to look after 
the dead remained on board. At 8:10 p. m. the Presi- 
dent left the Princeton in the steamer Pheniz. At 
11:30 a. m., February 29, the dead bodies were sent to 
Washington, seventeen minute guns being fired as the 
steamer which hore them left. e dead laid in State 
at the Executive Mansion, and an imposing funeral 
followed. On the 17th of March minute guns were 
fired in honor to the memory of the late Secretary of 
the Navy, and on the following day thirteen for Capt. 
Kennon. 

The President directed a court of inquiry to be con 
vened, Capt. Lewis’ Warrington, Secretary of the Navy 
ad interim, issuing the order, on board the Princeton, 
anchored off Alexandria, March 7, 1844, to inquire 
into the disaster. Capt. Wm. C. Bolton was President, 
Capt. Isaac McKeever and John H. Aulick members, 
and Richard 8. Coxe Judge-Advocate. The court re- 
ported that ‘‘in originally forming the plan for the con- 
struction of large guns, Capt. Stockton proceeded on 
well established practical facts; that in coming to a 
decision on the feasibility of the contemplated project, 
he did not rely upon his own theoretical opinions, but. 
resorted to men of science and practical skill for advice,

That every care and attention which pru- 
dence and professional capacity could dictate was 
observed,” in the mode of loading and firing the guns, 
and ‘‘no.shadow of censure in can be 
attached to any officer or crew of the Princeton.” That 
the conduct and deportment of the captain, officers, and 
crew was such as was to be expected from fn: and 
well trained officers, sustaining their personal character, 
and that of the service, marked with the most perfect 
order, subordination, and steadiness; and that not only 
was every precaution taken which skill, regulated by 
prudence and animated by the loftiest motives, could 
devise, to guard against accident, but that Capt. Stock- 
ton, Lieut. Hunt, and Mr. King, gunner, who had 
attended to and directed all the experiments and trials 
of these guns, exhibited only a due confidence in wha 
they had witnessed, in placing themselves on every occa- 
sion, and icularly on that of the explosion, almost in 
contact with the gun, and in a position apparently not 
only more dangerous than any other, but that which 
might rationally have been deemed the only perilous 
situation on board the vessel.” 

It is believed there is but ong officer of the Navy alive 
who was serving on board the Princeton at the time of 
the disaster. He was then a midshipman, and has 
recently received his promotion to the grade of commo- 
dore. The officer referred to is Commodore Reigert B. 
Lowry.
